The very important commercial dtu- 
ation of Malta, renders it a peculiarly 
good channel for the conveyance * of 
Christian instruction, to many placea in 
Asia, Atrica. and Europe.—The liberal 
education of a medical mau, united to a 
mind emaucipatcd from the ahacklee ol 
Romish bigotry, and enlightened by Uie 
.spirit of pure benevoleneo, have quali 
Bed Dr. Naudi to bt- u higtiiy useful in 
aiiuinent in the proiitoiion oftho great 
cause.—Or. Naudi was educated a Ho­ 
nan Catholic, but <tad probably never 
beatowed any very close tnoughta on 
aerious subjects, liU he met, rattier ac 
cidontally, with aome religious books 
from England. 
I beae arreaud his at 
tention) and ho has been, since that 
time, an iucreaiingly tnougntlul c b 
racter. 


He had aucceaafully practised as a phy 
sician at Malta, for some yeara; when 
about eleven months ago, the Governor 
requested him to select one ot bis pupils 
to send into England* to investigate 
the plan ot Hospitals» also to inspect 
Schools, and other benevolent institu 
lions i and to bring back any suggestions, 
which might be useful in improving« or 
fbrnimg, each eetabii*hmeniS' 
with 
them. 


Naudi, pleaaed with the opportunity 
of visiting the country where the Jfible 
Society originated, immediately offered 
Harnett tor mia apifetatroeAV *od arriv* 
ed in England f to month last; hia a c -, 
count, of the religious state of tho con­ 
tinent, is highly interesting. 


The dreadiul political Earthquakes 
that have torn kiagduma, asunder, and 
made humanity weep, at tie unparalleled 
suffering of our fcuow-creaturcH, have 
had nor lesa powerful effects, in rending 
the mental veil of thick obscurity,which 
has long overspread tlas pail of the 
world. 
A relation of the following oc­ 
currences will be given, nearly in Dr. 
Naudi'» words; and ift Che English idiom 
should not always be preserved, no far­ 
ther apology can be dcekacd nccessary, 
than that, eleven months ago, he waa 
totally ignorant of out* fcnguage.—“ In 
the city of Naples» whi<|) is peopled by 
900,000 inhabitants,sevetal convents and 
monasteries, containing a great number 
of Friare and Monks, fc*ve been sup­ 
pressed by Bonaparte» who«e motive, 
doubtless, was his own aggrandizement; 
but, 1 think, we may obterve the hand 
of Providence iu it, in overthrowing one 
of the obstacles to the iispersion of the 
Divine word, in ihose lue counti iea — 
And I will add, as a pipof, that in this 
same city, since tlie year 1805, then 
has been a Society inaftuted, of piou* 
Christiana, devoted to |o good to then 
foliovv-creatures, as wc^i in temporal *> 
in spiritual want» ; aud |hia society, eie 
ven months ago, was cojnposcd of S,00 
people.— l'hese meet bn huuJays, in 
different churches,—read the Bible, aui> 
ting psalms and hymns tothe M o m tiign, 
to whom t'icy confide their wauls, and 
wnose assistance they implore. •+There 
is auoiher Society, of the same kit<d, in 
one of the most important 1 »lands of the 
Mediterranean sea, in which about 14o 
persons are united together, for no other 
purpose than that of piomoting the spi­ 
ritual good of tneir fcllow-cieetures.— 
Another letter says, that a poor man was 
me means of gathering them together, 
i nese also meet on Sundays—begin 
by reading the Bible, when one or more 
of those present explain a text extern 
pore, in a very simple manner.—They 
pray together; and then make reflec­ 
tions on various subjecta,which can pro- 
m'tie Christianity, not ouly in their owi< 
country, but al*o among strangers, and 
those of other Islands. 


At Mount-Ltbanon, which must not 
'be considered a* one single moun ain, 
but a very populous and extensive 
mountain district, there are thirteen Bi 
*hops, and an Arch-Bishops, but all so 
poor, that they can scarcely be diatin 
guUh<*d from the rest of the people, and 
so <gn»raiV. that they can hardly aupport 
their ha racter. 
W t have aent twenty 
A abic Bibles to the Arch-Bishop Pate- 
ol"g -h ; this gentleman distributed them 
to the Bisimps, and to some other cha- 
acter». 
To tiur great pleasure, the

Wlmt itlifc rih n has It proved to my 
frienda at N d U to know, that by tboae 
twenty BMta» wore than iso^xio per­ 
sona, of «any couotriea, have begun to 
hear tk t word i f G o», and to praise 
tho Moat High» In jhe langtiagu of the 
aacred BiM e.«^ooit «aoothaago»! met 
Haw QeluBi first Minister of the Bay 
of T ia h ,f k i waa appoNnodky kla Court 
to raaide aoaae time at Malta $ he waa 
about 35 yeara old, and muck respected 
by tht Mahomctana. On my being call­ 
ed to prescribe for one of hia followers, 
aa I approached Gelluli, I observed him 
employed in reading an Arabic book— 
inquiring respecting it, he answered he 
waa pomoularly fond of reading, when 
he could get Arabic books. I told him 
tha\ I ahould be happy to give him a 
book, by the reading of which, he might 
derbe great profit. The following day 
I ae|t him a Bible, which he immedi­ 
ately, began to read withearoeatnesa— 
A lev days afterwards, when I called 
eponkim,! eaw him fitm some distance 
readily the Hohf book to his followers; 
I stopped, for a few moments, to observe 
him, ?cading the 15th chapter of St 
Luke, with much interest, and twenty- 
four *urks listening to him with the 
greeted attention, i went in, and having 
desiredme to %it down, he continued his 
reading) et the conclusion of .every 
verse, «aying Alla 1 Alla 1 it is true, it 
is true «-After he had finished, he said 
to me, l am very much obl ged to you | 
1 am reeling your book with great plea 
sure, aid explaining it to these mv at 
tendanti In the course of a few days, 
he told tie, he began to lie convinced 
that Jems Christ was a prophet of the 
same character as Mahomet, and in no 
way iuftrior, if the miracles were true. 
This was a groat confession | for though 
the Turks in general, admit that Jesus 
Christ was a prophet, they consider him 
very interior to Mahoiwt, whom ihey 
believe to have been tho only mesaeuger 
from Go», sent to giv« the law and rule 
of life to man. The miraclaa of Christ, 
wnr> • W «truck t-eiitJi's iiiind the 
most i and reapecfing these particularly 
he wanted to be aatisfied.—>1 had much 
fr'uvcraatieu fTtrti him, at different time» 
«uid found him quite disposed, to be per 
suadcd of the truth. 


Before 1 left Malta, he said, of hia own 
accord, that tho best proof of the truth 
of the miraclee of Christ was, that he 
always wrought them in the presence 
ol the people.—'This is an observation 
particularly striking from a disciple ol 
Mahomet, who performed all his miracles 
in private; and provee, that the grace of 
Goo, through the reading of the Holy 
Scriptures, waa already growing in his 
heart.—One of my first euquiries«ou re 
turning to Malta,will be respecting Gel 
luli", and I shall not fail to let my Eng 
Ush friends know, whether the work of 
conversion, baa been completed iu him 
or now 


The Prince Caramanali, only son of 
the Bashaw Caramanali, of Tettis, the 
capital of Georgia, in the Persian Ter 
rttcry, was a young man ot bad charac 
te r; and having quarrelled with his Fa 
ther, was obliged to quit the neighbour 
hood ot the Caspian sea, and retire to 
Scandanavia, wheie my friend Mr. Ma 
uali lived 
On observing some modern 
Greek Testaments at Manali's house 
Caramanali said, that he had already seen 
one at his Father's ¿—the book was ex 
actly the same, as he had began to find 
satisfaction in reading it. 
Mauali, per­ 
ceiving that it was a good opportunity, 
gave him a Testament. 


This gentleman was indefatigable in 
readiug and considering the Holy book, 
In which he often desired Manali to be 
wiU» him* 
At length, Caramanali was 
converted to Christianity, and now livts 
at Su John D'Aci t, on a pension assign­ 
ed him by bis Father, who no longer 
feare the effects of his once turbulent 
spirit. 
Here lie is desiring Bibles 
from the society, and living aa he docs, 
amidst Uie greatest brigotry and super­ 
stition, may be emiuenuy useful, in dis­ 
tributing them. A Jew, named Mur- 
ihiiti, being about four years ago much 
indisposed, was advised to leave Africa, 
and vtait^Malta, for change of air, and 
medical advice ; some days after his ar­ 
rival, hr was introduced to me as a phy- 
, sician ; after having prescribed for him 
he noticed some tracts on the table, pub- 
I lished by the Society for propagating 
Christianity among the Jews. Murthm 
took up one ol' the pamphlets, which 
contained an explanation ot the pi opht cy 
of Isaiah, relating to the comiug ol th ' 
Messiah- in Hebrew, and English ; Ik 
asked me what it was, and 1 related to 
him the history of the Society, from 
wtach 1 had those pamphlets; he an­ 
swered very coidly, saying if this Socie­ 
ty succeeds in converting any of th 
Jews tu England, or on the couuuent, U

tioi. of the pruphecies, 1 lent him the 
Testament in Hebrew, printed at Rome. 
—He called upon me agaiu, sooeer ttuut 
would have been nccessary upon a me« , 
dical account, to ask for | solution of 
some difficulties, which he h;4 fotiudf 
in reeding the Testament and ihe traOis« 
—I now perceived, that the grace of 
Goo» had begun to work in his heart | 
and that further opportunities of con« 
Versing with him, on the subject would 
be successful ( upon wnich I introduced 
him to Mr. Arnotti, who though a poor 
man, earning his living by the tr a d e r a 
barber, had applied himself, 
with so 
much assiduity, to the study of the u;:i« 
ental, languages, that he was a more 
complete maaier of them,than any other 
person m Malta— He Was, besides, a 
very pious character ; they frequently 
met, aud the consequence of their coo* 
tèiences, and of nis visits to me, was hia 
complete conversion io Christianity, just 
three months ofter his arrival in Malta* 
••T he J*w» »my mv«* opposed hia 
cmb*mmi wiili the Cnristian»! fot.0er< 
iug what could induce this good in n, to 
leave their encient religion, to join him* 
self to this sect. 


Instead of being alarmed in the leant« 
by this opposition, he used his utmost 
exertion», irotn the time he embraced 
Christianity, to persuade his brethren» 
the Jews ; because, (as he «aid :n a let­ 
ter to Tripoli,) he alwaya re mem be rod 
the great Christian charity, that you and 
your friends, in Malta have shown is 
persuading, and converting me to the 
true faith» and the religion of Jaau i 
(. Ha 1st .*—1 therefore, can never do 
enough, in promoting the religious in* 
tercels of iny fellow creatures, and 
especially of my former brethren tho 
Jcwa, whom I see to be obtiinate in 
unbelief—In hi* last letter, before he 
left Malta, he asked us to send the largest 
number of Testaments we possibif 
could, as he had it in his power to de 
great good with them, in many ways.-« 
Being unable, at that time, to a^na hint 
any copy of the Scriptur e from Malta» 
this worthy gentteiuan sut up whole 
nights, to f ansc.ibe the Guspd of S t 
Luke, in modern Arabic, and fircck, 
with his own hands 
The Bible Society* 
ie now printing another edition of the 
modern Greek Testament, of a amallef 
sise than the former; ai d the Society 
for propaguing ChiUtiuiiiiy among the 
Jews, bus promised me to astist an much 
aa possible. 
This so aealous a advo* 
cate of, and so attached a ti tend to the 
Christian faith, Mr. Hako, who remain* 
ed a Ion# time with me ai Malta, ia a 
Carevausiza m reliant—a man of v«i-y 
considerable property and con*« qne> ce | 
but so pious and persevering m lib ex­ 
ertions to p. omoic the k<i0wU*dg%0l t o 
Gospel, in the different pa<t* where ne 
happens to be, that hi» undertaking» wU} 
be sufficient to form a publication of 
thernselves. His journey in gene at. ia 
fionithe coast of the Meditt rranesh <<ea, 
to nearly the borders of China ; pasmog 
through Syria, Persia, and all tlu'se po­ 
pulous cities in that part—.W herever be 
goes, it is his cost am to coilcct tin peo- 
‘ pic, particularly the nonnnul Christiana 
whom he can men with, to pr« arh te 
them in public, and to ^ive them Hibiee, 
or other teligious book», 
fie iiilbmed 
me in one of his vei y interesting letters, 
(hat in his passage from Santorini t»

The following are facta which took 
place at Washington, on the night of 
the aith inat. end the dey following, to 
which 1 was an eye witncsi. 
After the 
battle a aiuall party of tbe British en 
tered the city about 9 o'clock at night j 
on passing the lirat house, which had 
been occuntcd by Mr. Gallatin« a volley 
was fired Irom the window», which kill­ 
ed Gen. Ro»»’a horso under him, one 
.soldier, and wounded three olhera ; »he 
house was immediiitely sin rounded, and 
*ome priaoners taken, (a part of whom 
were black»)« and the house aet on fire. 
About half past 9 a tremendous explo 
Sion waa heard at the Navy-Yard, and it 
waa soon enveloped hi flames— (this 
was done by our own people), about 10 
«(.»»Her explosion w«a hesrd at the 
Capitol, and soon alter « Are was seen 
in the weoden part« between the two 
hounes, the north |Nirt of which burnt 
with great fui7 . 


From this time, little was seen or heard 
until about 11 o'clock, when wo dis­ 
covered a body of about 
J50 foop», 
marching 
up Pennsylvania Avet Uc, 
towards the President’s houae—on their 
arrival 
opposite 
Mr. 
Mackeowen’a 
Hotel, (where 1 put up,) Colonel laaacs 
addresacd the commanding ottcer« who 
we learnt was Gen. Koss, who gave 
every assurance that private pro|)erty 
and persons, »hould be respected—end 
Admiral Cnckburo, who arrived al the 
head of a second detuchmeiit, renewed 
lids assurance I they then advanced, 
being about I¿0 men, and on their ar­ 
rival at the President*» bou»e, they 
entered and took some porter, and col­ 
lected some papers« and soon an ex- 
plo»ion was he.M'd, and the house aeen 
on fire—>the I leasuty Office waa also 
soon oti fire. 


Tho ti-oops then returned and on ar­ 
riving wear the Hotel, Admiral Cock» 
burn hailed a part of tho troops, and 
observed tl»!it he must destroy Mr.
